Count Goleniuchet Kutusof, Russian Military 
Plenipotentiary at the German headqnarters, re- 
oelved the order of the Iron Cross from the King of 
Prussia. 
The London T<::egraph calls on England to arm. 
Her sailors must be mcreased In number; the Ad- 
mlralty must complete the Iron-clads under con- 
Btrucilen and lay down a gunboat in every dock 
yard throughaut the Wugdom. 
The Berlin PoM, of November 16, says that Eng­ 
land proposed tho •‘armistice merely In order to per­ 
mit the negotiation of the French loan.” 
Herr Wickede, of the Cologne Oatette, remarking 
on the absence of large bands of Prano-tiienrs In 
the Vosges, stated that thU Is partly owing to tho 
proximity of Garibaldi and bis troops, “ whereby 
confusion has become worse confeunded.*’ 
A Parts letter states ihat L’Opera roopemed lU 
doors on the evening of the 6ib of November. MM. 
Viilaret, Bamn, Gaspard, Devoyod, Ponsard, Bos- 
qum, Mesdames Oueymard and Mlssou appeared.

The Italian government expreseed a desire to bo 
furnished with u Hat of all tno rellgioos eslnhllsh- 
luents In Rome belonging to British subjects, with 
au account of the pioperty belonging to them.

Russia Is entitled to renouuce those stipulations of 
the treaty which directly touch her Intereats. It 
Is then anuounoed that she wui no longer be bpund

which, in the Judgment of Bossia, are at variance 
w.th certain stipuiaUons of tho treaty, and the aa- 
Bumptiou made mat RuB.sia, upon the strength of 
her own judgment as to the character of those facts, 
Is enuiled te release herself from certain otbcrstltmlas 
tloDS of that Instrument.

In whoso haud.^ lies the power ef releas­ 
ing one or mora of the partie.s from all or any of 
these etlpulailens? It has always been held that 
right bOiOngs ouly to the governments who have 
been parties to the original instrument. 
The despatches ot Prmce Gortokakoff appear to 
assume that any one of tho Powers who have signed 
the eogagenont ma.y allege that tu^onrronoaa Tmvo 
taken place which, in its opinion, are at variance 
with the provisions of the treaty; and althongh this 
view IS not shared uur admitted by theoo-slgnatory 
Powers, may found upon that allegation not a re­ 
quest to ihime governments for the consideration of 
the case, hut an auneuaccmenl U> them thnt it has 
emancipated Itself or holds itself emancipated from 
any stlpulailoaa of the treaty which it thinks tit lo 
disapprove of. Yet It is quite evident that the effect 
01 such doctrines, and of any proceeding which, with 
or without avowal, is fouudud upon it, is to bring the 
eonre antiionty and efficacy of treaties under the 
discratiuuary control of each one of the Powers who 
may have signed them: the resiut of which would bo 
Ihe eniiie destruction of tresnes In their essence.

Wheiher there Is anyrhlng in the terms which, from 
altered circums:apees, pres.ses with undue severity 
npoo Rus,«la, or which, in tbo course of events, had 
become unnecessary for the due protection of Tur­ 
key, her Majtsty's government would not have re­ 
fused to examine tho question in concert with tho 
cosignatories. Whaiovor might have been the ro 
suit ot such communications, a risk of futuro com­ 
plications, and a very dangerous preccddni as to the 
validity of International obUgaUons, w'onld have 
been avoided.

Proa the defeats of the Frenob armies of 
the last few days, north of Paris, at Paris, and 
south of Paris, It is evident that the war wUl 
soon be ended. 
The war began with the 
advanoe of the armies of Napoleon npon the 
Gorman frontier j and till the battle of Woerth 
it was the general impression that the campaign 
would be foaght on German soil asd ended 
with the French occupation of or advance to 
Berlin. 
But Woerth reversed the invasion, 
and from that field the German armies poured 
Into France. 
The battle of Gravelotte de­ 
tached Bazdine from McMahon and shut him 
up in Metz; Sedan disposed of the army of 
McMahon, the Emperor and the empire; the 
c.apitulation of Met*, for the purposes of this 
war, annihilated Napoleon’s grand army ; and, 
with Paris beleaguered, an Improvised French 
ropublio, with its provisional government 
partly in Tours and partly in Paris, assumed 
the desperate task of expelling the. German 
invader. 
The regular French army, trained, equipped 
and mustered on or hard by the German fron­ 
tier, to the number of three hundred and fifty 
tbouiand men in Joly, had disappeared^ had, 
in fact, oeased to exist; 
yea, in killed, 
wounded and prisoners, fifty tbonsand more 
had been added tn the losses of France, and 
over half a million of trained soldiers of the 
armed nationality of Germany were on the 
soil of the republio before this provisional 
French government (except in the Immediate 
defence of Paris) began to develop anything 
like an army or a system of offensive or 
defensive operatioBs. 
All that the Germans 
had left of the original armed reserves of 
Parto were shut upln Paris, and for outside 
defensive or offensive movements France had 
no army. 
There were, however, raw ma­ 
terials in abundance from which armies might 
be created and brought into the field, and to 
this work that part of the provisional govern­ 
ment which (led to Tours has been devoting 
itself with the energy of despair. 
We dare 
say that on Monday last, north and sonth of 
Parto, and actively operating for the relief of 
Par>, there were not less than three hundred 
thousand armed Frenchmen in the field, and 
not without the hope of reinaugiirating the 
reaistless warlike reaction of the republic of 
1793. 
But since Monday last all such baseless 
anticipations 
have 
been 
dispelled. 
The 
French Army of the North, at Amiens, has 
been badly defeated, totally routed, in short, 
and put to flight towards Arras ; the Army of 
the South, at Beanne, in attempting to force a 
passage to Fontainebleau, was repulsed with 
heavy losses in killed, wounded and prisoners, 
and, failing in this attempt, the Army of the 
Loire has withdrawn. 
Several eorties from 
the west and south sides of Paris in force 
were easily repulsed 
the Prossians, and 
with severe losses to the French. 
Grouping 
all these movements together, as parts of a 
general plan of operationa agreed npon 
between General Trochu in Paris and the 
active government at Tours, we reach the 
common object in view and the extent of the 
failure. 
The common object was the relief of 
Parls^ and the failure seems to Involve a 
speedy capitulation of Paris and the imme­ 
diate abandonment of Tours by Gambetta and 
his colleagues in the government there. 
We are not exactly informed of the move­ 
ments of the main army of Prinee Frederick 
Charles. 
From such bints as we have, how­ 
ever, it would seem to be bis purpose not to 
drive away the French Army of the Loire, but 
to cut off its rotroat southward and to enve­ 
lop and capture or divide and disperse it, and 
at the same time to take possession of Tours. 
But whatever his designs, the disasters of 
the French at all points since Sunday last 
justify the conclusion that their hastily impro­ 
vised armies are powerless against the disci­ 
plined Germans, and that General Trochu’a 
three or four hundred thousand troops in 
Paris are wholly unequal to the task of raising 
the siege or cutting a way of escape tbrongh 
the enemy’s lines. 
Wo return, then, to our 
first proposition, that this war on the part of 
Franco for the expulsion of the Invader, or for 
the relief of Paris, is at length proved to be 
worse than useless, and that in these late 
French defeats we have the beginning of the 
end. 
It is reported that the Prussians are collect- 
iag near Paris an immense quantity of pro­ 
visions for the immediate relief of the inhabi­ 
tants with the capitulation of the city. 
Count 
Bismarck, some weeks ago, called the attention 
of the world to ^he difficult question—How 
are we to prevent the starvation of thousands 
of the people of Paris if the capitulation to 
deferred until the city is reduced to famine? 
¡ How are wo to supply, even for a day, those 
two millions of destitnte people thrown upon 
our hands when it is as much as we can do to 
supply our own army, and when the country, 
for several days’ march from any of the gates 
of Paris, is ntterly exhausted ? 
If this report, 
however, of the aocumnlation of provisions by 
the Germans is true (and we hope it is). Count 
Bismarck, in a practical way, has undertaken 
to answer his own question; and in view ef 
the expected capitulation we trust that in this 
benevolent stroke of military diplomacy he 
will achieve a glorious sueoess. 
But if the war approaches its termination 
j what will be the terms and results of peace? 
j Rumors of intrigues for the resteration of the 
Napoleonic dynasty and empire are still indas- 
triously circulated; the younger Bourbons 
are still said to be hopeful; but we are rather 
inclined to the opinion that if King William can 
get his “ material guarantees” from the present 
French goverament, snoh as it to, subject to a 
ratlflcation by a constituent assembly from the 
French people, he will consent to the estab­ 
lishment of the republic as the shortest way 
to peace irltb Franoe and peace in Germany. 
The opportunity, we think, has certainly come 
when England may do something great and 
gracious for Franoe and for Germany in 
behalf of peace. 
Having escaped a conflict 
this time with the Russian Bear the British 
Lion ought to remember bis powerful ally, 
France, In the Crimea, and step forward mag­ 
nanimously as a mediator for her relief, if for 
Q9 other purpose, to make sure of France 
when wanted again.

Eastern war question agitation generally. 
The exhibit is of great interest and import­ 
ance. 
It stands out as another and fortber 
attestatien of the sagaolons, far-seeing diplo­ 
macy of the Berlin statesmen. 
It also affords 
additional hope that peaoe may be main- 
toiued in Europe by the neutral mediation 
of Bismarck. 
In this note the Prussian 
government calls the 
attention 
of Eng­ 
land to the facts that the King’s envoy 
in the Paris Confcrenco of 1856 signed the 
Treaty of Paris only, but that he, wHh the 
representative of Italy, docUned to sign the 
additional articles of conveatton by which the 


an infraotion ef any One of the olnnees of the 
treaty a e<mu beUi against the offending 
Power. 
Prussia, under these olroamstMoes, 
regards the present cristo calmly. 
She om- 
not perceive that the Czar threatens the in­ 
tegrity or iudependeuoe of Turkey. 
The Rus­ 
sian statesmen have declared that the empire 
dooe not require additional territory; they 
have given op the idea of a Greek empire in 
Constantinople, and they do not seek to found 
a great naval arsenal on the shores of the 
Black Sea. 
Russia merely wants to enter the 
Black Sea as a neutral water, and—In entire 
conformity with the idea expressed some days 
since by the E ib a ld —Prussia does not see 
why the Treaty of Paris oannot be revised so 
as to allow Russia a peaceful outlet eastward 
by the neutralisation of the Black Sea. 
Prussia hopes that European diirforaacy will 
effect this; so do we. 
Prussia tenders her 
good offices for mediation; the H ebald hopes 
most sincerely that they may be accepted. 
Germany looks ahead; the German peoples are 
reaping the benefit. 


Tin* Conferenre and the W ork Before It. 
It may now, we suppose, be taken for 
granted that there Is not to be an Eastern 
war. 
On the Paris treaty question there to 
not to be a fight between Great Britain and 
Russia. 
The presumption is that Russia wil 
withdraw her "note; that a conference will be 
agreed to, and that on some new basis Europe 
will start afresh, the different nations keeping 
the peace or not keeping the peace, abiding 
by the treaties or not abiding by the treaties, 
as they may think most convenient.

What she needs, and what she will do 
her very best to got, i? Egypt. 
By her Indian 
empire she holds on and means to hold on. 
Egypt is the natural hlgliway between the 
Mediterranean and the Indian Ocean. 
The 
great railroad and the now famous canal, 
which both cut the isthmus, thrive and prosper 
because of British trade. 
Will it bo wonder­ 
ful if the London conference adds Egypt te 
the British empire? 
A Pitt, a Castlereagb, a 
Palmerston, would have seized his opportu­ 
nity. 
It remains to be seen whether the 
Gladstones and the Disraelis, the Granvilles 
and the Stanleys and the others are up to 
time.

One railway in Indiana and Kansas 
is of more value to the country—a larger cou- 
tributiou to its wealth and prosperity—^than 
twenty iron mills in Pennsylvania. 
So a tax 
upon pig iron, while aiding a few ironmasters, 
is virtually a tax upon every bushel of wheat— 
upon the labor of every farmer iu the West. 
The argument that the labor of the men who 
make the iron is protected—that without pro­ 
tection the mill would stop and they starve—to 
absurd; for If they cannot puddle iron ore 
at small wages in unhealthy mills they have 
only to go into the cheap western counties and 
till the ground. 
For this reason the revenue 
reformers, in demanding cheap iron, strike a 
chord to which the Western Territories and 
States will respond. 
Another strojjg point in this new platform 
is the removal of the tax upon wool and lum­ 
ber and coal. 
Why should wool be taxed? 
This article enters into the economy of our 
daily existence so absolutely that every penny 
put upon it is a tax upon every laboring man 
who wears a woollen ooat or who bays hto Erlfe 
a woollen dress. 
Is It not of more Impórtanos 
that the millions of poor laboring men should 
have cheap olothing than that we should have 
large herds of sheep, especially as in the pro­ 
gress of national growth agriculture will 
protect its own sheep growth ? The tax upon 
lumber is virtually an embargo upon our ship­ 
ping and a hindrance to the social develop­ 
ment bf our new civilization. 
Lumber to scant 
enough in many parts of America. 
If a 
farmer builds a bouse at the base ef the Rocky 
Mountains ho must bring hto lumber from 
Chicago. 
In that item alone transportetlo» 
to a grievous tax, and when to this we add 
a protective Impost we put npon the farmer 8 
heavy burden. 
America wants cheap lumber 
for the sea, just as she wants cheap iron 
tho land. 
Our shipping Is dead» from 
sheer Inability of our capitalists to build 
in competition with the builders on the Cl, 
While conceding these salutary 
these revenue reformers halt. Now, true i 
nue reform should go deeper Into this 
tiou of removing taxes. 
We look 
through the speeches of the eloquent i 
at Dolnio’tico’s to find any sugceetiMi 
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of tontion from too and sogar and 
We are aaked to look at tbo EaglUth 
M an ideal tariff. 
Well, the EngUih

Com- 
missloner Barnard is constrained to endorse 
the recent declaration of President Folwell, of 
the University of Minnesota, that with a world­ 
wide fame for our free schools, with civil iiisti- 
tutioQB not merely toleraliug, but prosiipposiug 
and demanding, the co-ordination of "educa- 
tienal agencies, we Americans, acous'uomed as 
we are to organize and co-operate, stand far 
behind many European nations in this matter 
of the organizatioa of education in general. 
Prussia, France, Switaerlaad, Italy, Greece, 
have for many years had all their schools, 
colleges and universities, pabilo and private, 
BO co-erdinated and subordinated as to form 
barmonioua systems. 
The report of the Commissioner of Educa­ 
tion gives the most complete view of the sub­ 
ject which has ever been presented. 
It con­ 
cludes with a nuD|jjer of praotLoal recommen­ 
dations, after having stated seven things which 
the government may do in rslatiou to educa­ 
tion. 
Of these the sixth—“ the national gov­ 
ernment may know ail about education in the 
country, and may communicate what it kaows 
at the discretion of Oongresa and the Execu­ 
tive”—Is unquestionably the moat important.

A t half.past three P. H. yesterday an explosion 
occurred at the works of the Union MetaUlo Cart­ 
ridge Company in East Bridgeport, Conn. Tbe scene 
of the expioaloa was in what Is know n aa the ••ful­ 
minate m ixin g room ,” a small fram e building one 
story blgli, in w bicn tbe fulminating powder used ti 
the toannfact«re of the eartrldges w as p rep are* 
Tlie shock waa olstlnctly felt In Bndgeporl, ca u s­ 
ing the window s to vibrate at a distance of several 
miles, and a colum n of amoke nstng from tne scene 
of tbe disa.ncr indicated that It bad been luUowea 
by a fire. 
The city Fire Departm ent promptly pro- 
ceeded to tbe spot, but Its services were not needed, 
as 
tlio fiiimes liad 
already been extlnguisbcd 
by

A h Im m eM e C«i 
The great wareliooae of Dwight, Hopkins, Trow- 
bndge A Co., lor the storage of cotton, leeated at 
Nos. 14 aud le Desbrosses ntreet, w as yesterday 
m ornmg scourged by the fire king, who revelled to 
his fill, notwithstanding our exceUent aud active fire 
departm ent got on its heaviest stream s and exer- 
claed lu anailary qualities to tbe best of its ability.

Tho 
jury luve done right iu rendering a verdict 
of assault with Intent to kill; and I believe tiicir 
object iu so doing was to be able to let tha 
authorities put you out of the way ror some time. 
Xou are tlie true type of young men like Priery, who 
killed Lazarus, and waa tried and hung ror that of- 
fence, aud or O'Brien, who cruelly killed his mia- 
trcss, Kate Smith, who also expiated bis crime upon 
the scaffold, if you live long enough—ror It Is only 
a question of tlmo with young men Itko you—yon 
will commit murder some day. Fortunately ior your 
neck the complainant iu this cass was uot murdsrea. 
fcndyour second atlemptto murder also fulled. I 
enall take the advice of the District Attorney, regard- 
ing you as one oi the moat dangerous young men In 
this city, and to teach all tuch young meu as you aie 
that they must submit to me law I shall send 
you to me State Prison ror the term of tea years. 
To show the desperate ciiaracter of liiis voung 
radian It need only be mentioned that while ho was 
being removed from llie bar to the enclosure in tne 
rear of tne court room ho attempted to strike the 
complainant, who occupied a seat near the passa-e- 
wav.

Serious Sun-over Casualty oa the Now 


The report made to the Illinois ana St. Louis 


Bridge Company by Air. James 13. Bads, the chief 
engineer of the strncinre which Is to span the Mis- 
sissippi river, at St. Louis, is ot considerable In- 
terest In connection with the like gigantic under- 
taking to span tiie East river between New York 
and Brooklyn. 
Wo niaRe ttie following extracts 


from the repurt:— 


The masonry of the west abutment has beeu com- 
pleted from tho bedrock of the river to a. point 
thirty-one leet above low water mark. From the bed 
rock to the top or the masonry 'the height Is now 
forty-four feet. Eight courses of jiranico are laid 
on it, and two courses, or five feet, ara required to 
complete it to the skewbacts against which the steel 
ribs or tlio webtern spati will rest. This mass of soli* 
masonry stands upoa the lower edge of the wharf 
in St. Louis, aad measures at its base, in the direc- 
tion of the river current, alnety-;our feet, and trans- 
versely s:xt.y-two ieei nine inches, and contains at 
this time 6,3sO cubic yards or masonry. When com- 
pleted to tbe carriageway it win be 115 reet high 
above the ued rock of the" river, and will then con- 
tain 11,860 cubic yards or masonry. 


The work on it is going steadily forward In a satis- 
factory manner.

On the 25t h of February, 1S6S, after thoroughly 
test.ng tie solidltv of tae rock bv drilling, tae tirst 
stone of the bridge was laid ill this abutment nrty- 
flve feet below high water mark, about four inoalus 
after commencing the construction of tho dam, 


KILLING OF THE AIK CIIAMBEK. 
The filling of tns air-ehauioer with concrete com- 
menced na me second day of last March, aaa waa 
Snlsned OE tiie 27ih of last May, the working tiruo 
being flfty three days. The space filled may be 
fairly staled at nearly 33.000 cubic leet. The area of ihe 
base ol the pier is 4,020 square feet and the height of 
the chamber nina feet.

A mo- 
tion was made to set aside the report or Mr. Dbo- 
little, a referee appointed la a salt brought by 
George P. Gray against James FisK, Jr., W. Belden 
and William B. Bradford, to recover J20,000, alleged; 
as being due the plaintiff by the defendants, as his' 
brokers in certain stock transactlens. The defend-' 
acts claimed that on this transaction only $3,000^ . 
were due the plaintiff. The cause was referred to 
Mr. Doollttle, who reported In favor of the defend- 
ants. 


Hr. Eldrldge, counsel for the plaintiff, made quite 


a lengthy speech, urging that the motion be eranted. 
Eis main ground was the referee, in the progress • 
of the examination, had repeatedly expressed to 
him tne intention ot finding In favor or tie plaintiff,' 
when suddenly he moved around and gave a ver- 
dict for the defendants. His only supposition, of 
coarse, was that

had been brought to bear upon him by toe defend- 
ants. He knew that a free pass had been given 
him by Mr. Fisk over the Ene Railroad, and 
it was fair to presume that the bribery did 
not stop here. In the course of his remarks 
he commented upon the Prtnce of Erie in Big 
versatile characters, and, as a broker, thought 
Wm g_aite as unscrupulous as in his manifold otner 
business operations. 
He contended that the 


evidence was most manifestly in favor of the plain- 
tiff, aad therefore demanded as a matter of right 
and eanity that the referee's rinding should be ' 
set aside. Els speech was delivered wllh marked 
energy ana evidently produced a seEsation upon the 
assembled group of lawyers and outside listeners. 


Mr. David Dudley Field in rising to oppose the 


motion did so with his usual coolness and blandnesa 
of manner, commencing his speech with the- usual 
smile that almost universally mantles Sis raddllj 
beaming countenance. 
He began 
wltn call- 
ing attention to the circumstances under which 
Mr. 
Dooiittle came to 
be chosen 
as 
tne 
referee. Judge Fithian, before whom the cause was 
originally brought, named in turn as the roleree Mr. 
Danforth. ex-Judge Clerke, Sir. Boswell, Mr. Crow. 
ley and Hr. Mitchell, to all of whom, the opposing 
counsel objected, anJ finally Mr. Dootittle received 
tne appointment. Mr. Bldridge had known Mr. 
Doolittle for some time, and, as for himself, he had 
very httle acciuamtaoce' with him. 
lie believed 
him however, perfectly trustworthy, ana was will- 
ing to trust the case to him. 


AFTEK THIS PREFACE

Another strong point in (his new platform 


is the removal of the tax upon wool and lum- 
ber and coal. Why should wool be taxed? 
This article enters into (he economy of our 
daily existence so absolutely that every penny- 
put upon it is a tax upon every laboring man 
who wears a woollen coat or who buys his wifa 
a woollen dress. Is it not of more importance 
that the millions of poor laboring men should 
have cheap clothing than that wo should have 
large herds of sheep, especially as in the pro- 
gress of national growth agriculture will 
protect its own sheep growth ? The tax upon 
lumber is virtually an embargo upon our ship- 
ping and a hindrance to the social develop- 
ment of our new civilization. 
Lumber is scant 


enough in many parts of America. 
If a 


nrrner builds a house at the base of the Rocky 
^fountains h~e must bring his lumber from 
hicago. In that item alone transportation 
s a grievous tax, and when to this we add 
protective impost we put upon the farmer a 


leavy burden. America wants cheap lumber 
or the sea, just as she wants cheap iron for 
ho land. Our shipping is dead, from the 
hcer inability of our capitalists to build shipa 
n competition with tho builders on the Clyde. 


While conceding these salutary reforms 


heso revenue reformers halt. Now, true reve- 
nue reform should go deeper into this queg- 
ion of removing taxes. Wo look in vain 
hrough the speeches of tho eloquent speaker* 


\at Delmonico'8 to find any suggoalion for tlw 
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removal of taxation from tea nud sugar and 
coft'ee. 
Wo are asked to look at the English 


tariff as an ideal tariff. 
Well, tbo English 


tariff, wo believe, is levied upon uiuo articles— 
spirits and wine, tea and coffee, sugar and 
tobacco, currants, raisins and chicory. 
Of 


these articles tea, coffee and sugar pay thirty 
millions annually, or rnora than one-third of 
the wholo revenue. Now, 
if the revenue 


reformers mean to popularize thsir cause, if 
they mean to take hold of the people, let 
them add to their platform what the humblest 
and poorest can understand, and remove taxa- 
tion from articles waich are necessaries of life. 
The true theory of all taxation is to put tho 
burdens upon the shoulders that can bear 
Shem. John Bright rec3nlly called upon Eng- 
land to givo her laboring men a "free break- 
fast table." He proposed to do it by abol- 
ishing the impost upon the tea, coffee and 
sugar which form a part of the breakfast of 
tho poorest. This is true, hijjh democratic 
ground. 
Our friends must not bo content 


with free iron, lumber, wool and coal. A tax 
upon these does not begin to fall upon the 
workingman as heavily as one cent a pound 
upon tea or coffee or sugar, and the true 
reform is that which makes the necessities of 
life as cheap as possible. 


Stiii, with all of its faults and crudities, 


this is a great party, with many noble possi- 
bilities and a splendid work before it. Nor 
must oar politicians overlook its importance, 
nor the necessity of conceding to the West 
and the South what they will surely demand. 
"We do n t think that there is enough in the 
strength of the party to embarrass the politi- 
cal canvass of 1872. 
That will bo fought 


upon clean and square political lines. The 
revenue reformers in both parties will, as a 
body, prefer to remain with their organizations 
lhan to risk defeat by secession in a Presiden- 
tial year. The issues will grow clearer by 
discussion and argument, the true principles

and of the Chinese who aro pouring into our 
country from Eastern Asia and its islands; to 
a suggestion made nt the National Teachers' 
Association in Cleveland, Ohio, last August, 
in favor of the establishment of an American 
University,

Commissionor 


Barnard intimates, soms of the essential ele- 
ments already exist in the city of Washington ; 
to the three hundred and sisty-nine colleges, 
and the theological, medical, law, agricultural 
and scientific and commercial schools in the 
United States ; to tho Military Academy; to 
schools for the deaf and dumb and blind, for 
idiots and imbeciles ; to asylums for the insane 
and fir inebriates, and to reformatories and 
prisons.

The average yearly 
school expenditure per head of the school 
population varies from $19 17, in Nevada, to 
48 cents in North Carolina.

give. Tlie Lecture Committee of tho associa- 
tion has deserved well of the community by 
providing for this winter courses of scientific 
lectures which cannot fail to prove eanally 
oaoful and popular.

While this discussion was m 
full swing—the three beins seated on a bench—tho 
Emperor, with Ills suite, suddenly rounded the 
curuer, acknowledging, as he ia wont to do, the 
greetings of the public, when, lo and behold I our 
Iowa friend is the flrst to jump up, lift lib "c.istor" 
and maice a deep bow. It may be imagined how 
much he was made the langhlng-stocK of the other 
two during the rest of tho day.

How far this was Intended, or even pre- 
concerted, the attitude of Prussia in this question 
T,-ii! show. If. on our side, people cannot help re- 
membering tha rumors which have been circu- 
lating about tho interview at 
Ems previous 
to the lyir, and the distinct enunciation or Russia 
that she was ready to side with Prussia if Austria 
tooS part against her, the time and mode which 
Russia has chosen to bring forward her claims can- 
not but arouse tue idea t-.at Russia did not quite 
placa implicit faiih in any promises which might 
have been made ef Prussian support lu this question 
as an equivalent for Her frienaly neutrality In the 
present war, and that she chose a time while Prus- 
sia had her hands still lull of work and could not yet 
afford to make liaht of the frieudshlo of Russia. 
But however this may be, as far as this coantrr at 
least is concerned, a sreat diversion nas been af- 
fected; tiie Franco-German war has beea thrown 
into the background. For you, and InSejd for most 
other Kuropeau countries, the Eastern question is 
»uly one or general political aud commercial in- 
terest; for Ausiro-Hungary it is a question of life 
nna death. Not that there is any wish of extending 
In that direction or even of exercising any in- 
flu?nee—on the contrary Austro-nungary has enonuli 
to do with her own motley nationalities not to take 
more ot theia, even as a gift.

The old plan or. employ- 
Ing foreigners as omcere, which did not work 
so well, has now been abandoned, and their 
places tilled by natives, -who, by a thorough courss " 
of study, both ai homo and abroad, hav<.; made 
tneuisaives masters of tho latest improvements in 
the art of war. The relations between oilicers and 
men are still on a sort of patriarchal footing, which, 
however, is rather an advantage when combined 
with the excellent discipline now preserved in all 
branches of the army. The hou-coaimissloned ofil- 
cers, too, have great influence snd authority, and 
considerable privileges Have lunuy been granted in 
order to induce them to remain" lii the~§Sty1e"e'. ThT 
clothlncr of the army Is very comforuble ana practi- 
cal, and the knapsacks are reduced to the lowest 
possible weight. The cavalry Is admirably mounted, 
and the artillery wagons are everything tuat ilia 
most exactum soldier can desire. 


As for the men, they form almost as good materiel 
for an army as any that can be found In Europe. 
Patient, obedient and intelligent, they endure hard- 
ships ot every kind without a murmur, ana aro 
exceedingly skilful and quick in all military ma- 
noeuvres.

A telegram from Baliston Spa report.1) the death of 


Isaiah Blood at that place on Tuesday night. Mr. 
Blood was a native of Ballston Spa, Saratoga 
county, aud was born on the 13th of February, 1810. 
lie received a good education, after which he 
entered into the manufacturing business, and at the 
time of his death was a manufacturer of edge tools. 
Engaging in politics as a democrat, lie soon became 
prominent and influential in ms county, holding the 
[lositlon. of Supervisor of the town of Milton for 
three years, and in 1852 served as member of the 
Btate Assembly. In 1SCO-01 he served iu the State 
Senate. During the rebciiiion ilr. Blood was known 
as a war democrat. He was appoiutecl by Governor 
Morgan one of the members ol the War Committee", 
and as such aided thg cause of the Union. After tha 
paeiflcat.USfi of the Southern States he tooK his

in 
lavor - of 
their 
immediate 
admission to represent atioil In Couirresa. 
Last 
year he was again a candidate for the Stale 
senate, and was elected by two thousand majority 
carrying every county in a district which is gene- 
rally republican. Saratoga county, for Instance 
which gives ordinarily one thousand republican 
majority, was carried by him by nine hundred. By 
he death of Mr. .Blood, tho democratic majority in 
he State Senate is rednced to one, and if his suc- 
•esst>r be a republican the casting vote of thoHeu- 
enant Governor will be necessary to prevent a tie. 
At tho recent election for Governor the dlslricl 
comprising the counties of Fulton, Hamilton, Mont- • 
gomery, Saratoga and Schenectady, polled lf>,8S8 
epubllcan votes to 15,095 democratic votes so that 
he chances now are against the democracy. 
Personally Mr. Blood was a man of Integrity, and 
me whose name was never mixed up In the charges 
r corruption made against members of tho Legis- 
atnre. In social Hie he was kind hearted and chari- 
Jible, a considerate employer and a generous friend.
